All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  ajijili- 
cants  or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  ajijilication,  published 
by  advcrti.scmcnt  as  follow.s,  viz.: — In  the  Canada 
(hizettp,  and  in  one  newsjiajicr  jiublished  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  projiosed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newsjiajier  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  ivhich  a news- 
pajier  is  published.  In  the  I’rovinces  of  Quebec  and 
Alanitoba  the  notice  must  be  jiublished  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a jieriod  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  jircceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  ji“tition.  Alarked  cojiies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Ajijilication  for  JTivatc  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 
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III  tlie  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  he  deposited  with  the  Clerk

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  I5ill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officer,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  M'ith  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  ai'e  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  tlieir  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  jiassing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received 
bjf  the  House  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed.

PRESENT  : 

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
IN  COUNCIL. 

ON  a Alemorandum  dated  10th  December,  1895, 
from  the  Alinister  of  the  Interior,  submitting 
that  by  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  25th  of  July  last, 
the  licenses  of  timber  berths  situate  in  the  Railway 
Belt  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  were  jier- 
mitted  to  pay  dues  on  the  timber  cut  by  them  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  cents  per  thousand  feet  B.  M.  instead  of  a 
royalty  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  sales  of  lumber,  and 
they  were  also  entitled  to  receive  a rebate  of  forty 
cents  per  thousand  feet  on  manufactured  lumber 
exported  from  the  Province,  except  upon  lumber 
shipped  to  Manitoba  or  the  North-west  Territories. 

That  representations  have  been  made  to  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  by  the  licensees,  that  this  new  regu- 
lation makes  the  dues  on  the  lundier  sold  in  the 
Province  and  shipped  to  Manitoba  and  the  North-west 
Territories  higher  than  formerly  when  they  paid  a 
royalty  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  sales,  instead  of  a fixed 
rate  of  fifty  cents  per  thousand  feet. 

The  Alini.ster  states  that  lumber  at  the  present  time 
is  sellim;  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  at  from 
$7  to  $9  per  thousand  feet.  The  I'oyalty  thereon  at 
five  per  cent,  would  therefore  amount  to  from  thirty- 
five  to  forty-five  cents  per  thousand  feet,  being  from 
five  to  ten  cents  per  thousand  feet  less  than  the  dues 
of  fifty  cents  per  thousand  prescribed  by  the  Order  in 
Council  of  25th  July  last,  above  referred  to. 

The  Minister  recommends,  as  it  vi'as  the  intention 
in  passing  the  said  Order  to  give  relief  to  the  licensees 
instead  of  burdening  them  with  an  additional  tax  on 
the  lumber  cut  by  them,  that  the  dues  on  lumber  sold 
in  the  Province  and  exported  to  Manitoba  and  the 
North-west  Territories  be  five  per  cent,  royalty  on  the 
sales,  and  that  the  dues  on  lumber  otherwise  exported 
from  the  Province  be  at  the  same  rate  less  a rebate  of 
forty  cents  per  thousand  feet. 

The  Committee  submit  the  above  recommendation 
for  Your  Excellency’s  approval.

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL

ON  a Report,  dated  12th  November,  1895,  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  that  in  the 
year  1878,  the  Department  of  Indian  Aftairs  allotted 
to  the  Nicomeii  Band  of  Indians,  in  Yale  District, 
British  Columbia,  two  small  reserves  to  be  known  as 
the  Put-kwa  and  Sbu-ouch-ten  Reserves,  containing 
an  area  of  10.50  acres  each.  These  Reserves  were 
surveyed  in  the  year  1886,  and  ivere  found  to  lie 
within  the  railway  belt  ceded  to  the  Dominion  by  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  have  been  located 
in  Township  15,  Range  26  west  of  the  6th  Meridian, 
in  the  Dominion  Lands  System  of  Survey. 

The  Minister  further  states  that  the  Department  of 
Indian  Affairs  has  submitted  a plan  and  descrijitions 
of  the  Reserves  in  question,  and  desires  the  assent  of 
Your  Excellency  thereto. 

The  Minister,  on  examination,  finds  that  the  lands 
ilesired  are  vacant  and  available  for  the  purpose  men- 
tioned, and  he,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  areas 
of  10.50  aci’es  each,  coloured  pink  on  the  accompany- 
ing map  and  in  accordance  with  the  descriptions  fur- 
nished (copies  of  which,  approved  by  the  Surveyor- 
General,  are  also  hereto  attached)  be  set  apart  and 
reserved  for  the  purposes  of  the  Nicomen  Band  of 
Indians  in  British  Columbia.
